Madrid, July 18. 

HE Envay of Portugal at this Court, 

has receiv’d by the return of a Courier, 

whom he difpatch’d to Lisbon a Fort- 

night ago, an Anfwer to the Letters he 

_ fent, but nothing decifive touching the 
Engagements which the Enemies of the 2 Crowns 
give out the King of Portugal has entred into with 
them. All we learn from the laft Lisbon Letters is, 
That the 3 Generals nominated by the King of Por- 
tugal are order’d to render themfelves in the Pro- 
vinces affign’d them, viz. The Marquefs das Minas 


is to go to Almeida ; the Count de Aralaya into the. 


Province Tras os Montes; and the Count d’Alvor 
between Douro and Minho. Some Soldiers in the 
Night-time threw Stones at the Windows of the 
Houfe of the Spanifh Envoy at Lisbon ; his Dome- 
fticks fir’'d upon them and wounded one whom they 
took, and who difcover’d the reft: They alledg’d 
for their Excnfe, that they were Drunk; but com- 
plaint being made to the King of Portugal, his Ma- 
jefty declar'd that exemplary Juftice thould pafs 


upon them. We learn likewife, that, there is great. 


Scarcity in that Country, and that on the firft 
Rumour of a War with Spain, the Price of Corn 
and Bread rofe.a 4th part. The Articles of Accufa- 
tion againft the Amirante of Caftille have been made 
out by fufficient Evidence ; infomuch that being 
clearly prov’d guilty, Sentence of Death is pafs’d 
upon him for Contumacy. They write from Cadix, 
that the Regiment of Horfe of Rouffillon, was or- 
der’'d to march towards Badajoz, whither fome Re- 
giments of Infantry will likewife be fenr. The 
March of one of the Regiments of Horfe of the 
Principality of Catalonia, as alfo of fome Troops of 
the Queen’s Regiment, and of that of the Afturias, 
towards the Frontiers of Portugal, is fufpended till 
further Order; and they continue to Exercife 
every other day. We dre inform’d by Letters from 
America, that on the 11th of January 2 Englifh 
Ships that came from Curaffao appear’d before the 
Port of Guadiavilla in the Ifland of St. Domingo and 
landed fome Men: Sennor Domingo 


Pacheco, having drawn together what Soldiers and 


Militia he could, attack’d them, and after killing 37 
ofthem, ‘oblig’d them to reimbark themfelves in 
fo much diforder, that moft of them for hafte threw 
away their Arms ; the Spaniards had but one Man 
Wounded.

Both pretend they can 
difcover weighty Secrets ; they brought Letters of 
Recommendation from the Ambaffador of France to

with whom they have already had long Confe- 
rences ; The King has fignified to them that he will 
provide for them.

The Magazines of Cadix are com- 
pleatly ftor’d with Corn and other Provifions ; they 
write from thence that 3 Galleys of Spain arriv’d 
there from Alicant laft Week with 5 Ships laden with 
Ammunitions of War for the Garrifons of that Coaft, 
and Cloaths for the new Regiment of Horfe of Col- 
lonel Mofcofo which is quarter’d in that City. The 
old Troops of Horfe that were garrifon’d in Cadix,. 
are march’d towards the Frontiers of Portugal, and 
there ftill remains there 1500 Horfe moft of them 
new Levies, befides Foot. The Duke de Turfis has 
receiv'd Orders at Barcelona to Victual his Galleys 
for 2 Months, becaufe they are to make part of the 
Fleet which the Conant de Tholoufe is to command 
in the Mediterranean.
